This is due to the inability of Can- 
acian. mills to meet the demand and 
the difference in prices, .Oanadian 
manufacturers have a tendency to 
keep stocks down and prices up, while 
the Inland Empire lumberthan. has 
cut heavily building up large ‘ktocks. 

Washington sawmills are now bid- 
ding for the bulk of ‘Western Cana- 
dian busines’, Though dealers here 
admit it is. impossible ..to foretell 
whether the Washington mariufactur- 
er will continue to develop business 
in Canada there is strong possibility, 
they say, that Canada will draw 
heavily from this territory at least for 
several years. 

Comparative figures show that last 
year’s shipments from -Spokane: to 
British Columbia points totaled 12,- 
000,000 feet, as against a similar 
amount for the past six months of 
1911. In 1909 Cenada demanded only 
3,000,000 feet of Wushington and 
Idaho pine, and previous to that time 
there was no Canadian business’ for 
the local:lumberman. 

As yet Canadian shipments consist 

rincipally of rough dimension .lum- 

r, there being ,no duty on this 
grade, but if the duty oh the higher 
grade is remdved through the pro- 
posed reciprocity agreement the west- 
ern lumber manufacturer. will have 
everything to gain and nothing to 
jose. 

Many of the local limbermen ‘take 
isane with the national association, 
which is fighting the proposed  reci- 
procity treaty. with Canada, on the 
gtvunds that such an agreement will 
he, beneficial rather than. detrimental 
to the interests of the Inland Empire 
lumber manufacturer.
